The noble 
stand which, in dark and evil days, the French 
Press has made‘in defence‘ of liberty, justice 
and humanity, will be remembered by millions 
with gratitude when the sound of French guns 
will have ceased to inspire either fear or cour- 
age. In the literary history of France there 
is little of which Frenchmen may not justly be 
proud ; in her military history there are ten 
thousand passages which any Frenchman 
might well wish erased. But there is enongh 
in the annals of both, and enough 
in ' the relations of both at the present 
moment with the condition and future 
of France, to make their present attitude to- 
wards one another abundant matter for mis- 
giving and regret. The army has not simply 
undertaken the task of suppressing liberty, but 
ot exterminating writers and aiding the cen- 
sure. Forty officers presented themselves 
lately at the office of the Industriel, and forced 
the editor, with threats of personal consequen- 
ces, to insert their justification of the horrible 
tragedy in which Dz Penx fell; and in Paris, 
in the middle of the nineteenth century, 
crowds of literary men are inscribing their 
names in a book, as persons ready to protect 
these shreds of free speech left them by Louis 
Narorgon, by engaging in single com- 
bat with whole battalions of pretorian 
guards. The Emperor, we may feel assured 
will not attempt to interfere in a matter in 
which the army considers its honor at stake, 
and every day that he abstains from repress- 
ing the lawless insolence of his supporters, 
adds fnel te the public’ indignation. ‘There is 
nothing Frenchmen can support with leas 
equanimity than personal humiliation or the 
domizatiot of a class.. To be tyrannized over 
by a despot is.all very well, because all are 
treated alike.

Decrzase: or ovr City Porutation.—One of 


‘the disastrous results of last year’s commer- 


cial revulsion is very distinctly indicated by 
the New-York Directory for 1858-9, just pub- 
lished by Jomw F. Trow. According to that 
annual census ef the permanent population of 
the City, which professes to give, with great 
accuracy, the names anc residences of every 
business firm and housekeeper in it, 
there has beem a considerable decrease of 
population since last year.. The Directory now 
contains about’ 140000 names, nearly 4,000 
less than it contained in 1857. This falling 
off indicates a much greater loss, for only the 
heads of families and persons engaged in 
business as permanent residents are included 
in the count. It is the first year, we believe, 
since the last war with England, that a similar 
result has been shown. 

But there had been so great an increase in 
the business and population of the City during 
the past five years, and trade had received so 
unhealthy a stimulus, that under any circum- 
stances a temporary check to our rapid growth 
and expansion might have been anticipated- 
A much greater decrease of our population 
than we have suffered would. not have.been 
seriously felt. The loss of twenty thousand 
out of a population of more than half a million 
would not be perceptible in the general busi- 
ness of the City.. In walking through our 
streets but few vacant tenements and stores 
will be discevered ; there is etilla redundance 
of life, bustle ‘and business on all sides ; but 
that there has been a--decrease of commerce 
there are unmistakable evidences, in the di- 
minished number of. mechanies.employed in 
our ship-yardé, in the transactions, at the 
Clearing-heuse, of the banks, io the low rates 
of interest, and in the imports. and exports at 
the Custom-House. There are no evidences, 
hdwever in ‘all of these things of diminished 
resources, of decay, or paralysis. It is only a 
slight syncope, a brief pause in a too rapid-ex- 
pansion, which wilt be productive of renewed 
health and: vigor.
